Turkey closes 
its Embassy 
in Tripoli

ISTANBUL - Turkey closed its 
embassy in Tripoli, the Libyan 
capital, on Monday, becom¬ 
ing the latest country to do so 
amid increasing violence there. 
Turkey’s Foreign Ministry also 
said it would maintain its con¬ 
sulate in rebel-controlled Beng¬ 
hazi. 

“In light of recent changes in 
the security conditions in Libya 
and the emergence of potential 
security risks, we took an im¬ 
portant decision last night to 
temporarily evacuate our em¬ 
bassy in Tripoli,” Ahmet Davu- 
toglu, Turkey’s foreign minis¬ 
ter, told reporters in Ankara. 
“Of course this does not mean 
Turkey will cease its activity” 
in Libya, he said. 

Turkey, which has had strong 
business ties with Libya and 
has acted as an intermediary 
between Western nations and 
the government of Moam- 
mar Gadhafi, has evacuated 
roughly 25,000 of its nationals 
from Libya amid the increasing 
chaos there. Last year, Turkey 
began allowing Libyan citizens 
to stay in Turkey for at least 
three months without a visa, in 
a strengthening of diplomatic 
and business relations. 

Most Western countries closed 
their diplomatic missions in 
the Libyan capital before the 
NATO military operation be¬ 
gan in March. On Sunday, the 
United Nations withdrew its in¬ 
ternational staff after an angry 
crowd attacked its offices. Sup¬ 
porters of Gadhafi, infuriated 
by the NATO operation that 
killed one of his sons and three 
grandchildren, also attacked 
the empty embassy compounds 
of Britain and Italy and a U.S. 
consular unit, news agencies 
reported. The evacuation of the 
Turkish Embassy came before 
Arab and Western members of 
the Libya Contact Group are 
expected to meet in Rome be¬ 
ginning Wednesday to assess 
the situation in Libya. Q

Emblem Of Evil, Icon of Terror

Osama bin Laden, who was killed in Paki¬ 
stan on Sunday, was a son of the Saudi elite 
whose radical, violent campaign to re-create a 
seventh-century Muslim empire redefined the 
threat of terrorism for the 21st century. 

With the attacks on the World Trade Center and 
the Pentagon on Sept. 11, 2001, bin Laden was 
elevated to the realm of evil in the American 
imagination once reserved for leaders like Hit¬ 
ler and Stalin. He was a new national enemy, 
his face on wanted posters. He gloated on vid¬ 
eotapes, taunting the United States and West¬ 
ern civilization. 

It took nearly a decade before the United States’ 
quest ended in Pakistan with the death of bin 
Laden in a firefight with American forces, who 
attacked a compound where officials said he 
had been hiding. 

The manhunt was punctuated in December 
2001 by a battle at an Afghan mountain re¬ 
doubt called Tora Bora, near the border with 
Pakistan, where bin Laden and his allies were 
hiding. Despite days of pounding by Ameri¬ 
can bombers, bin Laden escaped. For more 
than nine years afterward he remained an elu¬ 
sive, shadowy figure frustratingly beyond the 
grasp of his pursuers and thought to be holed 
up somewhere in Pakistan and plotting new at¬ 
tacks. Long before, he had become a hero in 


much of the Islamic world, as much a myth 
as a man - what a longtime CIA officer called 
“the North Star” of global terrorism. He had 
united disparate militant groups, from Egypt 
to Chechnya, from Yemen to the Philippines, 
under the banner of al-Qaida and his ideal of a 
borderless brotherhood of radical Islam. 
Terrorism before bin Laden was often state- 
sponsored, but he was a terrorist who had spon¬ 
sored a state. From 1996 to 2001, he bought 
the protection of the Taliban, then the rulers of 
Afghanistan and used the time and the freedom 
to make al-Qaida - the name means “the base” 
- a multinational corporation to export terror 
around the globe. 

After the Sept. 11 attacks, the names al-Qaida 
and bin Laden spread to every corner of the 
globe. Groups calling themselves al-Qaida, or 
acting in the name of its cause, attacked U.S. 
troops in Iraq, bombed tourist spots in Bali, and 
blew up passenger trains in Spain. 

He waged holy war with modern methods. He 
sent fatwas - religious decrees - by fax and de¬ 
clared war on Americans in an email message 
beamed by satellite around the world. Al-Qaida 
members kept bomb-making manuals on CD 
and communicated with encrypted memos on 
laptop computers, leading one American of¬ 
ficial to declare that bin Laden possessed bet¬

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Obama: Bin laden’s death a ‘goad day for America

WASHINGTON - Declaring 
the killing of Osama bin Lad¬ 
en “a good day for America,” 
President Barack Obama said 
Monday the world was safer 
without the al-Qaida terrorist 
and mastermind of the Sept. 
11, 2001 attacks. His admin¬ 
istration used DNA testing to 
help confirm that American 
forces in Pakistan had in fact 
killed bin Laden, as U.S. offi¬ 
cials sought to erase all doubt 
about the stunning news. 

A U.S. official says Osama bin 
Laden went down firing at the 
Navy SEALs who stormed his 
compound. 

“Today we are reminded that 
as a nation there is nothing we 
can’t do,” Obama said of the 
news bound to lift his political 
standing and help define his 
presidency. 

He hailed the pride of those 
who broke out in overnight 
celebrations as word spread 


around the globe. 

An elite crew of American 
forces killed bin Laden dur¬ 
ing a daring raid on Monday, 
capping the world’s most in¬ 
tense manhunt, a search that 
spanned nearly a decade. 

Bin Laden was shot in the 
head during a firefight and 
then quickly buried at sea. 
White House officials were 
mulling the merits and ap¬ 
propriateness of releasing a 
photo. 

As spontaneous celebrations 
and expressions of relief gave 
way to questions about pre¬ 
cisely what happened and 
what comes next, U.S. of¬ 
ficials warned that the cam¬ 
paign against terrorism is not 
nearly over — and that the 
threat of deadly retaliation 
against the United States and 
its allies was real. 

Senior administration officials 
said the DNA testing alone of¬ 
fered near 100 percent certain¬ 
ty that bin Laden was among 
those shot dead. Photo analy¬ 


sis by the CIA, confirmation 
by a woman believed to be 
bin Laden’s wife on site, and 
matching physical features 
like bin Laden’s height all 
helped confirmed the identifi¬ 
cation. 

“We can all agree this is a 
good day for America,” a sub¬ 
dued Obama said during a 
Medal of Honor ceremony in 
the glimmering White House 
East Room. 

Still, it was unclear if the 
world would ever get visual 
proof. 

Senior U.S. officials said bin 
Laden was killed toward the 
end of the firefight, which 
took place in a building at a 
compound north of Islamabad, 
the Pakistani capital. His body 
was put aboard the USS Carl 
Vinson and placed into the 
North Arabian Sea. 

An official familiar with the 
operation said bin Laden fired 
on U.S. forces and was hit by 
a barrage of carefully aimed 
return fire.

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
used multiple means to con¬ 
firm the identity of Osama 
bin Laden during and after 
the firefight in which he was 
killed, before placing his body 
in the North Arabian Sea from 
aboard a U.S. aircraft car¬ 
rier, senior U.S. officials said 
Monday. The al-Qaida leader 
was identified by name by a 
woman believed to be one of 
his wives — bin Laden had 
several — who was present 
at his Pakistan compound at 
the time of the U.S. raid. He 
also was visually identified 
by members of the U.S. raid 
squad, a senior intelligence 
official told reporters at a Pen¬ 
tagon briefing. Under ground 
rules set by the Pentagon, the 
intelligence official and two 
senior defense officials could 
not be identified by name. 

The intelligence official also 
said quite a bit of unspeci¬ 
fied material was collected by 
U.S. forces during the raid. 
Without describing the mate¬ 
rial, the official said it is being 
analyzed by a team of people 
at the CIA. 


The officials said bin Laden 
was killed toward the end of 
the firefight, which took place 
overnight Monday in a build¬ 
ing at a compound north of Is¬ 
lamabad, the Pakistani capital.

The intelligence official said 
the DNA match, using DNA 
from several family members, 
provided virtual certainty that 
it was bin Laden’s body. 
Officials did not immediately 
say where or how the testing 
was done but the test explains 
why President Barack Obama 
was confident to announce 
the death to the world Sunday 
night. □

Police presence beefed up 
at NY airports, WTC site

NEW YORK - Nearly 10 
years after his wife was killed 
at the World Trade Center, 
Charles Wolf still falls asleep 
each night on one side of his 
bed. 

On Monday, news of the 
death of the man who helped 
orchestrate that emptiness 
brought Wolf a muted joy. He 
declared himself glad it was 
finally over — still aware that, 
for him, it never really can be. 
“This is a feeling of happi-

ness, but not jump-up-and- 
down happiness,” said Wolf, 
who lost his wife, Katherine, 
in the attacks. “The idea of 
closure is something that re¬ 
ally, really — it doesn’t exist, 
to tell you the truth.” 

Family members of those lost 
on Sept. 11 reflected Monday 
on a decade of grief that can¬ 
not be erased by any worldly 
victory. 

Still, the death of the shadowy 
figure who had taken pleasure 
in their sorrow brought some a 
sense of relief. 


“I’d like to think that all the 
people who were murdered 
on Sept. 11 are celebrating,” 
said Maureen Santora, whose 
firefighter son, Christopher, 
was killed in the collapsed 
towers. She said she knows 
her son, who died at age 23, 
would have been “dancing 
in the streets” at word of bin 
Laden’s death. 

“I can hear him up in heaven 
yelling and screaming,” she 
said. 

“I can see him being just 
thrilled.” 

But she, too, said there would 
be no closure for her. Instead, 
“There will be a hole in my 
heart until the day I die,” she 
said. 

When he heard of bin Laden’s 
death, Mike Low went into 
the bedroom that had be¬ 
longed to his daughter Sara 
before the flight attendant was 
killed aboard American Air¬ 
lines Flight 11. He sat down 
in front of a glass case holding 
his daughter’s remains, and he 
told her the news. 

“For my family and I, it’s 
good, it’s desirable, it’s right,” 
said the Batesville, Ark., resi¬ 
dent. “It certainly brings an 
ending to a major quest for all 
ofus.’Q

NEW YORK - Law enforce¬ 
ment agencies around the 
U.S. added security measures 
on Monday following Osama 
bin Laden’s death, out of what 
one called “an abundance of 
caution.” 

In Los Angeles, police were 
stepping up intelligence mon¬ 
itoring, while New York was 
sending extra police to its sub¬ 


ways, airports, bridges and 
the World Trade Center site 
itself. 

Judy Banez, a nurse who 
commutes to New York City 
from Pennsylvania and lived 
in Queens on 9/11, said she 
was happy bin Laden was 
killed and had no problem 
with the added security at 
New York’s Port Authority 
Bus Terminal. 

“We’re being vigilant and 
we can now go on with our 
lives,” she said. 

The Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey said it 
will add more police at the 
facilities it runs, which in¬ 
clude the airports, the George 
Washington Bridge and 
ground zero. 

“This response is not based 
on a current threat, but out of 
an abundance of caution until 
we have the chance to learn 
more,” the agency said. 
Eighty-four Port Authority 
employees died in the attack 
on the World Trade Center on 
Sept. 11,2001. 

Washington’s Metro tran¬ 
sit system also stepped up

Eye clinics, federal aid all part of Ala. relief

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. - Fed¬ 
eral disaster relief offices are 
helping people navigate the 
red tape of applying for aid 
and shelters are providing free 
haircuts and eye clinics as part 
of the massive relief effort that 
was in full swing Monday in 
tornado-ravaged Alabama. 

The Federal Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency has set up of¬ 
fices in Alabama and expects 
to open one soon in Missis¬ 
sippi. Homeland Security Sec¬ 
retary Janet Napolitano toured 
parts of both states a day ear¬ 
lier and pledged support. 

“This is not going to be a 
quick comeback or an imme¬ 
diate (recovery) but it will be, 
in my view, a complete one,” 
she said in shattered Smith- 
ville, Miss., where little was 
left standing. 


Last week’s storms flattened 
homes and killed 342 across 
seven states. Preliminary es¬ 
timates show there were 312 
tornadoes during last week’s 
outbreak, including a record¬ 
setting 226 in one day, the 
National Oceanic and Atmo¬ 
spheric Administration said. 
Thousands were injured, 
though several days later most 
tornado-related injuries had 
been tended to. 

On Monday, workers at a shel¬ 
ter in Tuscaloosa were sorting 
prescription drugs and for 
folks who have lost the medi¬ 
cations that help keep them 
well. 

“They’re on chronic medica¬ 
tions, and their prescriptions 
are gone,” said Dr. Beth West¬ 
ern, who volunteered Mon¬ 
day at a shelter in Tuscaloosa. 
Some need medicine for con¬ 
ditions such as high blood 
pressure, cholesterol or dia¬ 


betes. “They need something 
to get them through until they 
can go see their physician.” 
Amy Hall, 23, limped through 
the shelter with a broken foot, 
cradling her 11 -month-old 
daughter. She was concerned 
about her 2-year-old son, who 
broke his nose and bruised 
a lung when their home was 
lifted off its foundation and 
tossed a block away. He spent 
two days in the hospital, and 
Hall said the family was get¬ 
ting excellent care at the shel¬ 
ter. 

“I’m getting everything, prob¬ 
ably even more than I expect¬ 
ed,” she said Monday. 

In Pleasant Grove, hundreds 
of cases of bottled water 
were piled in the parking lot 
of a Baptist church, which 
had enough supplies to serve 
three hot meals a day to power 
crews, volunteers and resi¬ 
dents.

latest culprit, believed to be 
a bad fuse box, illustrates just 
how complex these space ma¬ 
chines are and why NASA’s 
goodbye to the 30-year shuttle 
program may be a long one.

Her presence added to the dra¬ 
ma surrounding Endeavour’s 
liftoff. So did that of President 
Barack Obama and his family. 
They were disappointed not 
to see a launch on Friday, but 
still dropped by for a tour at 
Kennedy Space Center any¬ 
way. Obama hinted he might 
make a return visit to see the 
very last shuttle launch this 
summer. 

The tip-off that Endeavour 
had a problem was the failure 
of heaters that are crucial for 
keeping a fuel line from freez¬ 
ing in space. The launch was 
called off Friday as the as¬ 
tronauts headed to the pad to 
board the shuttle. NASA has 
now traced the problem to the 
switch box. 

Over the decades, space shut¬ 
tles have encountered all sorts 
of technical problems, from 
nose to tail, that have held up 
launches. So have problems 
with their tanks and booster 
rockets. 

Fuel leaks. Engine shutdowns. 


Wiring problems. Stuck 
valves. Burst hoses. Turbine 
failures. Hail damage, even 
woodpecker holes in the insu¬ 
lating foam of fuel tanks. 

The list goes on — no surprise 
given the estimated 1 million 
parts per shuttle and 2.5 mil¬ 
lion parts when you throw in 
the giant fuel tank and two 
boosters. 

Discovery sat out launch for 
four months before making 
its final mission in February. 
It was grounded by a cracked 
fuel tank. Now it’s Endeav¬ 
our’s turn to stall. 

“It is kind of funny. It’s almost 
like they don’t want to give 
up,” launch director Mike 
Leinbach said Sunday. “But 
it’s just coincidence.” 

Taking out the suspect switch 
box in Endeavour’s engine 
compartment and putting in a 
new one is relatively straight¬ 
forward, Leinbach said. But 
two full days of testing will 
be needed — on multiple sys¬ 
tems associated with the box. 
The heaters that remained off 
Friday are crucial for keep¬ 
ing a hydrazine fuel line from 
freezing in space, which, in 
turn, could lead to a rupture 
and even a fire once the shuttle 
is back in the atmosphere. The 
hydrazine feeds the devices 
that provide hydraulic power 
to move the main engine at 
liftoff and the brakes and rud¬ 
der during landing. 

Mike Moses, chairman of the 
mission management team, 
said next Sunday is the earli¬ 
est possible launch date. 
“There’s still a whole lot of 
short-term work that has to be 
done,” he told reporters. 

This will be the last voy¬ 
age into orbit for Endeavour, 
NASA’s youngest shuttle. 
NASA officials have stressed 
repeatedly that they will not 
ease up on any launch rules, 
even as the shuttle program 
winds down. □

World: Bin laden’s death sparks relief, outrage

KABUL, Afghanistan - 

News of Osama bin Laden’s 
death stirred strong emotions 
Monday, from a profound 
sense of relief across much of 
the globe to outrage among 
sympathizers who vowed to 
avenge the al-Qaida leader. 
Most world leaders welcomed 
President Barack Obama’s an¬ 
nouncement of the helicopter 
raid on a compound in Paki¬ 
stan, congratulating the U.S. 
for killing bin Laden or ex¬ 
pressing satisfaction that the 
search for the world’s most 
wanted terrorist was over. 
“This is the fate that evil kill¬ 
ers deserve,” said outgoing 
Lebanese Prime Minister Saad 
Hariri, deploring the harm that 
bin Laden did to “the image of 
Islam and Arab causes.” 
French President Nicolas Sar¬ 
kozy hailed “the tenacity of 
the United States” in its hunt 
for the mastermind of the 
Sept. 11 attacks while Ital¬ 
ian Premier Silvio Berlusconi 
called his death a “great result 
in the fight against evil.” 
Spontaneous, celebratory ral¬ 
lies broke out in New York 
City at ground zero, where 
the World Trade Center tow¬ 
ers fell nearly 10 years ago, 
and outside the White House 
where Obama announced bin 
Laden’s slaying. 

In Afghanistan, where bin 
Laden was given refuge by 
the country’s previous Taliban 
rulers, local officials erupted 
in applause when President 
Hamid Karzai told them the 
news. 

“(His hands) were dipped in 
the blood of thousands and 
thousands of children, youths 
and elders of Afghanistan,” 
Karzai told reporters, and re¬ 
peated his claim that that the 
fight against terrorism should 


not be fought in Afghan vil¬ 
lages, but across the border in 
hideouts in Pakistan where bin 
Laden was killed. 

But others in the war-tom na¬ 
tion disagreed about bin Lad¬ 
en’s legacy. 

“He was like a hero in the 
Muslim world,” said Sayed 
Jalal, a rickshaw driver in the 
eastern Afghan city of Jalala¬ 
bad. “His stmggle was always 
against non-Muslims and in¬ 
fidels, and against superpow¬ 
ers.” 

At the site of the 1998 bomb¬ 
ing of the U.S. Embassy in 
Kenya, a man who lost his 
eyesight in the attack prayed 
in front of a wall commemo¬ 
rating those killed. 

“This is a day of great honor 
to the survivors and victims 
of terrorism in the world,” 
Douglas Sidialo told AP Tele¬ 
vision News. “A day to re¬ 
member those whose lives 
were changed forever. A day 
of great relief to us victims 
and survivors, to see that bin 
Laden has been killed.” 

But Brian Deegan, a lawyer 
from the southern Australian 
city of Adelaide, felt a “cold 
shiver” rather than relief when 
learning about bin Laden’s 
death on a car radio. He lost 
his 21-year-old son Josh in 
al-Qaida-linked bombings on 
the Indonesian resort island of 
Bali in 2002. 

“I don’t gain any satisfac¬ 
tion in his death — nothing 
will bring Josh back to me,” 
Deegan said. 

Outside the iconic Taj Mahal 
hotel in Mumbai, India — one 
of the sites of the 2008 terror 
siege that killed 166 — some 
people didn’t believe bin Lad¬ 
en was dead. Others said kill¬ 
ing him had made the world a 
little safer. “It’s a good feeling 
there is one terrorist less,” said 
Sufyan Khan, a 20-year-old 
Muslim student. □

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Mourners demand revenge in Libya after NATO strike

TRIPOLI, Libya - More 
than 2,000 Libyans shouting 
for revenge on Monday buried 
Moammar Gadhafi’s second 
youngest son, who officials 
say was killed in a NATO air- 
strike along with three of the 
Libyan leader’s young grand¬ 
children. 

Seif al-Arab Gadhafi’s body, 
wrapped in a white burial 
shroud, was lowered into a 
grave to the thundering sound 
of anti-aircraft guns being 
fired from near the cemetery 
in a Tripoli neighborhood. 

Two of his older brothers, Seif 
al-Islam and Mohammed, 
paid their respects, but his fa¬ 
ther was absent. Members of 
the Gadhafi family have only 
made infrequent public ap-

pearances since the start of the 
uprising against the Libyan 
leader in mid-February. 

South Africa on Monday 
joined Russia in criticizing the 
NATO strike on the Gadhafi 
family compound. NATO of¬ 
ficials have denied they were 
hunting Gadhafi to break the 
stalemate between better 
trained government forces and 
lightly armed rebels, who con¬ 
trol much of eastern Libya. 

In Monday’s tumultuous 
funeral, the Gadhafi broth¬ 
ers were thronged by a huge 
crowd pushing to get closer to 
the coffin, draped in a green 
Libyan flag. Seif al-Islam, 
once pegged as his father’s 
possible successor and a pro¬ 
ponent of reform, was dressed 
in traditional Libyan garb, 
with a black cap and a black 
vest over a long white shirt. 


The procession began at a 
large intersection in Tripoli’s 
al-Hani neighborhood, which 
had been blocked off for the 
occasion. Thousands crowded 
around the hearse, chanting 
“Revenge, revenge for you, 
Libya” and flashing victory 
signs. 

From there, the mourners car¬ 
ried the casket to the nearby 
cemetery, where weeds and 
thistles grew among stone 
slabs that marked graves. 

Seif al-Islam stood at the 
freshly dug grave as the body 
of his 29-year-old brother 
was removed from the simple 
coffin and lowered into the 
ground in a burial shroud. 

Seif al-Arab was killed late 
Saturday, along with three 
of Gadhafi’s grandchildren, 
ages six months to two years, 
when NATO bombed the fam¬ 
ily’s compound in Tripoli. A 
French orthopedic surgeon, 
who runs a private clinic 
in Tripoli, told reporters he 
saw three of the four bodies 
and that one was most likely 
Seif al-Arab, based on photo¬ 
graphs he had seen. 

Gadhafi and his wife were 
present during the attack but 
were unharmed, said Libyan 
officials, who accused NATO 
of trying to assassinate the 
Libyan leader. 

Some foreign countries also 
criticized the strike, saying it 
exceeded the U.N. mandate of 
protecting civilians in Libya. 
The U.N. approved the imple¬ 
mentation of a no-fly zone 
over Libya in March after 
Gadhafi attacked protesters 
who demanded his ouster.□

Islamic scholars criticize 
bin Laden’s sea burial

CAIRO - Muslim clerics said Monday that Osama bin Laden’s 
burial at sea was a violation of Islamic tradition that may fur¬ 
ther provoke militant calls for revenge attacks against American 
targets. 

Although there appears to be some room for debate over the 
burial — as with many issues within the faith — a wide range of 
senior Islamic scholars interpreted it as a humiliating disregard 
for the standard Muslim practice of placing the body in a grave 
with the head pointed toward the holy city of Mecca. 

Sea burials can be allowed, they said, but only in special cases 
where the death occurred aboard a ship. 

Bin Laden’s burial at sea “runs contrary to the principles of Is¬ 
lamic laws, religious values and humanitarian customs,” said 
Sheik Ahmed al-Tayeb, the grand Imam of Cairo’s al-Azhar 
mosque, Sunni Islam’s highest seat of learning. 

A radical cleric in Lebanon, Omar Bakri Mohammed, said, “The 
Americans want to humiliate Muslims through this burial, and 
I don’t think this is in the interest of the U.S. administration.” 
AU.S. official said the burial decision was made after conclud¬ 
ing that it would have been difficult to find a country willing to 
accept the remains. There was also speculation about worry that 
a grave site could have become a rallying point for militants. □

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Blinded in blast, tears shed at US Embassy site

NAIROBI, Kenya - A Ke¬ 
nyan blinded in al-Qaida’s 
1998 bombing of the U.S. 
Embassy in Nairobi sobbed 
at a memorial site for the vic¬ 
tims, and said that Monday 
was a day to remember those 
who have died in terror at¬ 
tacks around the world. 

The announcement of Osama 
bin Laden’s death reverber¬ 
ated with survivors of explo¬ 
sions that left U.S. embassies 
in Kenya and Tanzania and 
nearby buildings smolder¬ 
ing ruins. The twin bombings 
killed 224 people, mostly Ke¬ 
nyans. Twelve Americans also 
died. 

“This is a day of great honor 
to the survivors and victims 
of terrorism in the world,” 
Douglas Sidialo told AP Tele¬ 
vision News during a visit to 
the memorial where his fin¬ 
gers traced victims’ names 
carved into the granite. “A 
day to remember those whose 
lives were changed forever. A 


day of great relief to us vic¬ 
tims and survivors to see that 
bin Laden has been killed.” 
Some 5,000 people were 
wounded when a pickup truck 
rigged as a bomb exploded 
outside the four-story U.S. 
Embassy building. Within 
minutes, another bomb shat¬ 
tered the U.S. mission in Tan¬ 
zania’s commercial capital, 
Dar es Salaam. 

Sidialo told AP in 2008 that he 
was devastated to find out he 
was blinded in the attack. His 
thoughts turned to revenge 
against bin Laden. “I could 
have skinned him alive,” Sidi¬ 
alo said almost three years 
ago. The bin Laden deputy 
believed to be behind the Aug. 
7, 1998, bombings — Lazul 
Abdullah Mohammed — has 
been on the run for years. Pre¬ 
sumed to be in Somalia, Mo¬ 
hammed still has a $5 million 
bounty on his head. 

Members of Somalia’s most 
dangerous militant group, 
al-Shabab, have pledged al¬ 
legiance to al-Qaida. An al-

106 missing in latest boat 
tragedy on Congo river

KINSHASA, Congo -An overcrowded boat capsized Monday 
in Congo, witnesses said, leaving at least 106 people missing 
in the latest transportation tragedy in this vast Central African 
country of jungles and huge rivers. 

The boat carrying passengers and merchandise sank on the 
Kasai River in Kasai-Occidental province, according to local 
resident Vickie Ndaye. The mayor of the town in south-central 
Congo where it happened confirmed the disaster but did not im¬ 
mediately offer any further details. 

Another boat capsized last year on that same river, a tributary of 
the Congo River, leaving as many as 200 people dead. Investi¬ 
gators later said there were four times as many people onboard 
that vessel as the passenger list claimed, and that the boat opera¬ 
tors bribed officials to allow them to overload it. 

Congo suffered back-to-back civil wars beginning in the late 
1990s and today has only 600 miles (1,000 kilometers) of paved 
roads in a country the size of Western Europe. 

The Congo River is the only real highway in the vast country. □ 
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day threatened revenge at¬ 
tacks for bin Laden’s death. 
Al-Shabab’s members include 
veterans of the Iraq and Paki¬ 
stan conflicts. 

“The Americans have previ¬ 
ously killed other Islamist 
leaders,” said spokesman Mo- 
hamed Osman Arus.

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Faithful give thanks for John Paul beatification

VATICAN CITY - For the 
second straight day, Roman 
Catholic faithful filled St. Pe¬ 
ter’s Square on Monday in an 
outpouring of thanks for the 
fast beatification of John Paul 
II, a joyous celebration of the 
much-loved late pontiff 
“We thank the Lord for having 
given us a saint like himself,” 
Cardinal Tarcisio Bertone, 
the Vatican’s No. 2, said to a 
cheering crowd estimated by 
the Vatican at 60,000, more 
than half of them from John 
Paul’s native Poland. 

The beatification Sunday, 
the fastest in modern histo¬ 
ry, came six years after John 
Paul’s 2005 funeral drew calls 
of “Santo Subito!” or “Saint¬ 
hood Immediately!” It drew 


1.5 million people from across 
the globe, one of the largest 
Vatican celebrations ever and 
a testament to the popularity 
of the globe-trotting and char¬ 
ismatic pope. The Mass on 
Monday began with a proces¬ 
sion in St. Peter’s Square of 
bishops and cardinals in gold 
and white vestments. They 
walked beneath a large color¬ 
ful photo of a youthful John 
Paul that was unveiled in an 
emotional moment during the 
beatification and now hangs 
from the loggia of the basilica. 
One cleric carried aloft a relic, 
a vial of blood taken from John 
Paul for medical tests shortly 
before his death. A key feature 
of beatification ceremonies, 
the relic will be available for 
the faithful to venerate. 

Pope John Paul II’s longtime 


secretary, Cardinal Stanislaw 
Dziwisz, thanked Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI for responding to 
the call of the faithful for the 
speedy beatification. The Pol¬ 
ish cardinal also recalled that 
John Paul had “shed his blood 
for the cause of Christ” in 
the same square 30 years ago 
when he was wounded in an 
attempted assassination by a 
Turkish gunman. 

In his homily, Bertone re¬ 
called how John Paul, who 
suffered from Parkinson’s 
disease, served as a model of 
saintly life when he lost “his 
physical strength, his expres¬ 
siveness, the ability to move, 
even his speech.” 

“He knew that his physical 
weakness showed even more 
clearly the Christ who works 
in history,” Bertone said 
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The reliquary containing the blood of late Pope John Paul II is 
carried in procession prior to a thanksgiving Mass in St. Peter’s 
Square at the Vatican, Monday, May 2, 2011.

Europe tightens security 
against revenge attacks

LONDON - Several European nations tightened security 
Monday and urged citizens to stay vigilant as Interpol warned 
of possible retaliatory attacks for the U.S. killing of al-Qaida 
leader Osama bin Laden. 

Extra police across the U.K. were put on alert for any indications 
of terror plots and to watch for lone gunmen, a British official 
said, speaking on condition of anonymity. 

The ANSA 
news agency reported increased security at Rome’s Leonardo da 
Vinci airport, and police were also more visible at the Duomo 
cathedral in Milan. 

Top Italian security officials held an emergency meeting 
Monday, with news reports saying they decided to step up 
security at potential U.S. and Pakistani targets.Q 


lews march to Auschwitz to honor Holocaust victims 


WARSAW, Poland - About 
7,000 Jews marched to the 
former German Nazi death 
camp of Auschwitz on Mon¬ 
day in memory of the 6 mil¬ 
lion Holocaust victims. 
Participants in the 20th annual 
March of the Living were car¬ 
rying Israeli flags. They start¬ 
ed from the former camp’s 
gate with the infamous “Ar¬ 
beit Macht Frei” (“Work Sets 
You Free”) sign. 

The crowd walked about 3 
kilometers (2 miles) from the 
red brick buildings of Aus¬ 
chwitz I to the wooden bar¬ 
racks and gas chambers of 
Birkenau, or Auschwitz II, 
where a memorial ceremony 
was held at a monument to the 
camp’s victims. 

The march, which is tradi¬ 
tionally held on Holocaust 
Memorial Day, also included 
some Holocaust survivors. 
Between 1942-1945, Jews 
from across Europe were 
brought to Birkenau by rail 
and killed in its gas chambers. 
At least 1.1 million people — 
mostly Jews, Poles and Gyp¬ 
sies — died that way or from 
starvation, disease and forced 
labor at the camp that German 
Nazis built in occupied Po¬ 
land during World War II. 

The Auschwitz camp was lib¬ 
erated Jan. 27, 1945 by Soviet 
troops. 

Meanwhile, in Lithuania doz¬

ens of people paid tribute to 
the nearly 200,000 Jews who 
died 70 years ago when the 
Nazis invaded the country. 

Waving Israeli and Lithuanian 
flags, about 100 demonstra¬ 
tors paid tribute to the dead 
by marching to the Holocaust 
survivor memorial outside the 
capital, Vilnius. 

Visiting Israeli Deputy For¬ 
eign Minister Danny Ayalon 
said it was important to re¬ 
member the 6 million Jews 
murdered in Europe by the 
Nazis because “anti-Semi¬ 
tism, xenophobia and racism 
... are still threatening all of 
us.” 

Some 90 percent of the coun-

try’s pre-war Jewish popula¬ 
tion of 220,000 were mur¬ 
dered by the Nazis and local 
collaborators — the country’s 
largest loss of life in such a 
short time. Most of the 70,000

Who Married Up: The 
Women Or The MenP

Once upon a time, Cinderella 
fell out of favor. 

In the ‘70s, feminists found 
her insipid, waiting in the 
ashes for her prince. But they 
didn’t give her enough credit. 
Teaming with the spirit of 
her dead mother, Cinderella 
cleverly rescues herself from 
servitude, conjures up her 
own glittery makeover and 
then saves the prince from the 
same torment she endured liv¬ 
ing with her hideous stepsis¬ 
ters. 

The Grimms’ version doesn’t 
end with any Disneyesque 
pablum about Happily Ever 
After. It finishes with a gory 
Hitchcockian wedding scene 
featuring two vengeful birds 
from the grave of Cinder¬ 
ella’s mother: As the bridal 
party leaves church, the white 
doves fly from Cinderella’s 
shoulders to pluck out the 
eyes of the wicked stepsisters. 
Those unsisterly sisters 
messed with the wrong girl. 

In real life, however, many 
of our Cinderella brides have 
taken tragic turns - from Jack¬ 
ie Kennedy to Grace Kelly to 
Carolyn Bessette to the doe¬ 
eyed Diana Spencer. 

Yet the power of the fairytale 
was vividly illustrated again 
with the luminous wedding of 
comely commoner Kate Mid¬ 
dleton to a charming Prince 
William, and a hypnotic 
new film adaptation of “Jane 
Eyre,” Charlotte Bronte’s 
gothic take on the Cinderella 
story. 

The enduring fable is a female 
version of “The Odyssey.” 
Our heroine, starting with a 
family disadvantage, faces 
hypocrisies, cruelties and ob¬ 
stacles on a perilous journey 
to a thrilling new world, and 


uses her wits and integrity to 
triumph. 

The newly christened Duch¬ 
ess of Cambridge only had 
to rise above a middle-class 
background, the hydra-head¬ 
ed press beast and Will’s un¬ 
derstandable hesitation about 
marriage. 

But her task is herculean: to 
help save a stiff-necked mon¬ 
archy sent into a shame spiral 
by Diana’s humiliation and 
confessions. 

A central element of the sto¬ 
ries of Cinderella, Jane Eyre 
and Charlotte Bronte herself 
was a mystical connection to 
a mother who died too young. 
And that was certainly pres¬ 
ent at Westminster Abbey, but 
this time the bride lamented 
the mother-in-law she would 
never know. 

Diana complained that Camil¬ 
la Parker-Bowles crowded her 
out of her marriage to Charles. 
And Camilla (not a wicked 
stepmother) was in the con¬ 
gregation for William’s wed¬ 
ding as she had been for Di¬ 
ana’s 30 years ago. 

But for the throng who turned 
out to see the Dress and the 
Kiss, Diana was the more pal¬ 
pable presence, hovering over 
her sons and Kate. 

Prince William chose to have 
his wedding in the same ca¬ 
thedral where Diana’s fu¬ 
neral was held. He and Harry 
walked down the same long 
aisle where as heartbroken 
boys they followed behind 
their mother’s coffin. 

The first hymn sung at Wil¬ 
liam’s wedding was the last 
one sung at Diana’s funeral. 
Kate wore Diana’s sapphire 
engagement ring and Diana’s 
older sister Sarah wore the 
diamond earrings Diana wore 
at her wedding. 

Diana’s brother Earl Spencer, 
remembered by all for his rant 
against the royal family at her 
funeral, was seated not with 
the Windsors but, like the rest 
of her family, with the Mid¬ 
dletons. 

You could sense a collective 
prayer among the spectators 
that Kate, with her Cinderella 
coach, Cartier tiara and satin 
slippers, was not a lamb being 
led to slaughter. □ 



Death of a Failure

For months after 9/11, peo¬ 
ple watched planes. They 
watched skyscrapers. They 
looked over their shoulders 
in crowded places - at base¬ 
ball games, college gradua¬ 
tions, New Year’s celebra¬ 
tions. They eyed bearded men 
on planes and trains, glanced 
nervously at suspicious pack¬ 
ages in shopping malls, and 
listened for the lilt of Arabic 
in airports and bus stations. 
They profiled relentlessly and 
shamelessly, and waited for 
the next attack to come. 

I moved to Washington, D.C., 
a year after the twin towers 
fell, and there was a touch of 
London during the blitz in the 
way that people carried them¬ 
selves in those days. 

My friends and neighbors 
rode the Metro with stiff up¬ 
per lips, kept calm and carried 
on as they headed to work at 
the Pentagon or the State De¬ 
partment (or a minor think 
tank or political magazine, 
for that matter), and generally 
behaved as if even the most 


everyday activities were tak¬ 
ing place in the valley of the 
shadow of death. We felt as if 
we were living with targets on 
our backs. We assumed that it 
was only a matter of time until 
al-Qaida struck again. 

Ten years later, we’re still 
waiting. There have been 
many plots, certainly, foiled 
by good intelligence work or 
good police work or simple 
grace and luck. 

There have been shoe bomb¬ 
ers and there have been un¬ 
derwear bombers and Times 
Square bombers - and others 
still, presumably, that were cut 
short before they reached the 
headlines. 

But the wave of further vio¬ 
lence that seemed inevitable 
in those fraught months after 
9/11 never materialized within 
our borders. 

And what seemed like the hor¬ 
rifying opening offensive in a 
new and terrifying war stands 
instead as an isolated case - a 
passing moment when al-Qa- 
ida seemed to rival fascism 
and Communism as a poten¬ 
tial threat to our civilization, 
and when Osama bin Laden 
inspired far more fear and 
trembling than his actual ca¬ 
pabilities deserved. 

Now the man is dead. 

This is a triumph for the Unit¬ 
ed States of America, for our 
soldiers and intelligence op¬ 
eratives, and for the president 
as well. But it is not quite the 


triumph that it would have 
seemed if bin Laden had been 
captured a decade ago, because 
those 10 years have taught us 
that we didn’t need to fear him 
and his rabble as much as we 
did, temporarily but intensely, 
in the weeks when ground 
zero still smoked. 

They’ve taught us, instead, 
that whatever blunders we 
make (and we have made 
many), however many advan¬ 
tages we squander (and there 
has been much squandering), 
and whatever quagmires we 
find ourselves lured into, our 
civilization is not fundamen¬ 
tally threatened by the uto¬ 
pian fantasy politics embod¬ 
ied by groups like al-Qaida, 
or the mix of thugs, fools and 
pseudointellectuals who rally 
around their banner. 

They can strike us, they can 
wound us, they can kill us. 
They can goad us into tactical 
errors and strategic blunders. 
But they are not, and never 
will be, an existential threat. 
This was not clear immedi¬ 
ately after 9/11. 

On that day, they took us by 
surprise. They took advantage 
of our society’s great strength 
- its openness and freedom, 
the welcome it gives to im¬ 
migrants and the presumption 
of innocence it extends. And 
in the wake of their attack, we 
did not know what they were 
capable of, or how they might 
follow up their victory.Q

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Zito hopes to be Dialed In as Derby winner

LOUISVILLE, Kentucky 
(AP) — Nick Zito knows the 
good part of the Kentucky 
Derby as a two-time winner. 
He also knows the heartbreak 
of America’s greatest race. 
Zito nearly joined fellow Hall 
of Fame trainer Bob Baffert as 
a three-time champ last year, 
when Ice Box overcame traf¬ 
fic trouble twice only to finish 
second, beaten 2 l A lengths by 
Super Saver. 

Now, after a winter of ups and 
downs on the Derby trail, Zito 
is back at Churchill Downs 
with Dialed In, the likely fa¬ 
vorite for Saturday’s 137th 
Derby. “There’s a little bit 
more pressure when you’ve 
got the favorite,” he said, 
standing trackside in between 
rain showers on Monday. “As 
long as everything is going 
good, I’m OK with it. It’s flat¬ 
tering to have the favorite.” 


Associated Press 
That role was all set to go to 
Uncle Mo until the colt fin¬ 
ished a stunning third in the 
Wood Memorial, the first 
loss of his career and one that 
turned the Derby into a wide- 
open race. 

“That’s what happens in our 
business,” Zito said, “as soon 
as you fall off, there are not 
that many people there. His 
race wasn’t that bad in the 
Wood. He’s still the 2-year- 
old champion and you got to 
give him respect.” 

Dialed In didn’t exactly domi¬ 
nate his final tuneup, either. 
He edged Shackleford by a 
head to win last month’s Flor¬ 
ida Derby, making him 3 for 
4. “He’s still the only horse 
who’s won two major races,” 
Zito said, noting Dialed In’s 
first win of the year came in 
the Holy Bull Stakes. 

“Right now, this is a great 


horse,” owner Robert LaPenta 
said after the Florida Derby. 
And Dialed In has prior ex¬ 
perience at Churchill Downs, 
where he won his first career 
start by a half-length in No¬ 
vember. 

Back on Sept. 11, 2001, La¬ 
Penta approached Zito at a 
horse sale asking how they 
could get into business to¬ 
gether. By then, LaPenta had 
been in racing for three years 
as a partner of Louisville bas¬ 
ketball coach Rick Pitino. 

As passionate and outspoken 
as Zito can be, LaPenta is just 
the opposite, which makes 
him a good client. 

“He stays completely out of 
the training of the horses,” 
Zito said. “Most of my own¬ 
ers do the same, but I think be¬ 
cause he buys a lot of horses, 
you really can’t overmanage 
because then you probably get 
sidetracked.” 

Zito and LaPenta are 0 for 4 
in their previous attempts to 
win the Derby together. They 
came closest with Ice Box last 
year. The Cliff’s Edge fin¬ 
ished fifth in 2004, Androm¬ 
eda’s Hero was eighth in 2005 
and Cool Coal Man was 15th 
in 2008. Their biggest score 
since teaming up came in the 
2008 Belmont Stakes, when 
Da’ Tara spoiled Big Brown’s 
Triple Crown hopes with a 
victory at 38-1 odds. 

Zito liked Dialed In when he 
spotted him at a sale, having 
trained the colt’s brother An¬ 
dromeda’s Hero, who later 
ran second to Afleet Alex in 
the 2005 Belmont Stakes.□

China’s indoor 
smoking ban 
takes effect 

BEIJING - China’s latest 
push to ban smoking in indoor 
public venues came into ef¬ 
fect Sunday, but the vaguely 
defined expanded rules were 
not expected to dramatically 
reduce the country’s heavy to¬ 
bacco addiction. 

Smoking, which is linked to 
the deaths of at least 1 million 
people in China every year, 
is one of the greatest health 
threats the country faces, gov¬ 
ernment statistics show. Nearly 
30 percent of adults in China smoke, about 300 million people 
— a number roughly equal to the entire U.S. population. 

The Health Ministry in late March released amended guidelines 
on the management of public places that now ban smoking in 
more venues like hotels and restaurants, though still excluding 
workplaces. The rules were set for implementation on May 1. 
But state media reports have cast doubt on the effectiveness of 
the ban, with the official Xinhua News Agency citing experts 
as saying that it is likely to be ignored by smokers and opera¬ 
tors of public places because it fails to specify punishments for 
violators. 

China has already missed a Jan. 9, 2011, deadline to ban smok¬ 
ing at public indoor venues, in accordance with a WHO-backed 
global anti-tobacco treaty. 

Experts say huge revenues from the state-owned tobacco mo¬ 
nopoly hinders anti-smoking measures. 

Dr. Yang Gonghuan, director of China’s National Office of To¬ 
bacco Control, said despite problems with the new rules, she 
remained hopeful that they could raise awareness of tobacco 
control efforts. She said her office is not responsible for imple¬ 
menting the rules. 

“I also acknowledge that there are imperfections in the Health 
Ministry’s current guidelines, and that preparations for carrying 
it out have also been insufficient,” Yang said. “But I think we 
should all come together to help push forward the regulation’s 
implementation.” 

The rules are part of the Health Ministry’s regulations on health 
management in public places — a set of rules that also covers 
areas including ventilation, use of disinfectants, air quality and 
pest control. 

Enforcement of such regulations is bound to be an issue in a 
society in which smoking is so entrenched that almost half of 
all male doctors smoke and cigarette cartons are commonly ex¬ 
changed as gifts. People commonly light up in hospital wait¬ 
ing rooms, video game arcades and even on domestic flights, 
despite regulations from 1991 that prohibit smoking in such 
places.□ 



U.S. mothers feed infants 
variety of herbal products 


CHICAGO - New research 
suggests many U.S. babies are 
fed herbal supplements or teas. 

Food and Drug Administration 
researchers led the study. 

It was released Monday in the 
journal Pediatrics and is billed 
as the first to examine broad use 
of such products in American infants. 

About 9 percent studied had been fed 
supplements at least once. The 2005-2007 
study oversampled whites mothers, so authors 
say the true national prevalence is likely 
between 3 percent and 10 percent. 


About 2,600 mothers were 
questioned. 

Gripe water for colic and 
chamomile tea were the 
most common products, but 
many others were used for 
reasons including fussiness 
and digestive problems. Side 
effects weren’t examined. 

Supplements aren’t strictly regulated. The 
authors say there’s a potential for harm, and 
the variety used means some probably were 
unsafe. □ 



less-Than-Optimal Sleep May ‘Age’ the Brain 



For middle-aged adults, sleep¬ 
ing less than six or more than 
eight hours a night is associ¬ 
ated with a decline in brain 
function, British researchers 
contend. 

The magnitude of that mental 
decline is equal to being four 
to seven years older, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

“There is an expectation in 
today’s 24-hour-a-day society 
that people should be able to 
fit more into their lives,” said 
study author Jane Ferrie, a 
senior research fellow in the 
department of epidemiology 
and public health at Univer¬ 
sity College Fondon Medical 
School. 

“The whole work/life balance 
struggle is causing people 
to trade in precious sleep¬ 
ing time to ensure they com¬ 
plete everything they feel is 
expected of them. Our study 
suggests that this may have 


adverse effects on their cogni¬ 
tive function,” she said. 

In fact, women who slept 
seven hours per night had 
the highest score for every 
cognitive measure, followed 
by those who had six hours 
of sleep. For men, cognitive 
function was similar for those 
who reported sleeping six, 
seven or eight hours. 

However, less than six hours 
of sleep — or more than eight 
hours — were associated with 
lower scores, Ferrie said. 
Noting that many biological 
processes take place at night, 
Ferrie explained that “sleep 
provides the body with its dai¬ 
ly need for physiological res¬ 
titution and recovery. While 
seven hours a night appears to 
be optimal for the majority of 
human beings, many people 
can function perfectly well on 
regular sleep of less or more 
hours.” However, since most 
research has focused on the 
effects of sleep deprivation 
on biological systems, it is 
not yet fully understood why 
seven hours is optimal — or 
why long sleeping appears to 
be detrimental, Ferrie said. 
“Chronic short sleep produces 
hormones and chemicals in 
the body which increase the 
risk of developing heart dis¬ 
ease and strokes, and other 


conditions like high blood 
pressure and cholesterol, dia¬ 
betes and obesity,” she added. 
The report was published in 
the May 1 issue of Sleep. 
Feme’s team collected data 
on 5,431 men and women, 
aged 35 to 55 in 1985, who 
took part in a long-term look 
at Fondon-based office staff 
known as the Whitehall II 
study. 

In 1997-1999, the participants 
were asked how many hours 
they slept on an average week 
night, and were asked the 
same question in 2003-2004 
after an average 5.4 years of 
follow-up. Those who re¬ 
ported changes in their sleep 
patterns were then compared 
with people whose sleep dura¬ 
tion stayed the same over the 
course of the study. 

In 2003-2004, each individual 
was given a battery of stan¬ 
dard tests to assess his or her 
memory, reasoning, vocabu¬ 
lary, global cognitive status 
and verbal fluency. 

The researchers found that 
during the study, 58 percent of 
men and 50 percent of women 
continued to sleep the same 
amount each night. However, 
7.4 percent of women and 8.6 
percent of men increased their 
slumber from seven to eight 
hours per night.Q

Sony execs apologize for network security breach 



after week, thieves break into 
corporate computer systems 
to steal customer lists, email 
addresses and credit card 
numbers. Large data breaches 
get overshadowed by even 
larger ones. 

Yet people are turning over 
personal information to on¬ 
line retailers, social networks 
and other services in growing 
numbers. The point at which 
people lose trust in the web¬ 
sites they deal with appears 
further away than ever before, 
if it exists at all, as shopping, 
socializing and gaming online 
becomes deeply embedded in 
modern life. 

People have come to accept 
that sharing information is the 
price of a meaningful, con¬ 
nected life online — even if 
they don’t like it. 

“We are clearly schizophrenic 
about this technology,” said 
Jim Dempsey, an expert on 
Internet privacy at the Cen¬ 
ter for Democracy & Tech¬ 
nology. “We love it, we use 
it, we expect it to work, and 
we’ve woven it into our daily 
lives, professionally, socially 
and personally. But we really 
don’t trust it, and we do get 
upset when our data is lost or 
stolen.” 

Companies collecting the per¬ 
sonal details have little incen¬ 
tive to offer the best privacy 
protections. So far, people 
haven’t demanded that com¬ 
panies do better by walking 
away from their gadgets, on¬ 
line retailers or social net-

works. 

“I know I take the risk,” said 
Lance Locurto, 44. “It’s more 
convenient.”

“I see my work as first making 
sure Sony can regain the trust 
from our users,” Hirai said.

in live play, and also allows 
users to upgrade and down¬ 
load games and other content. 
Hirai said Sony suspected it 
was under attack by hackers 
starting April 17. 

According to Sony, of the 77 
million PlayStation Network 
accounts, about 36 million are 
in the U.S. and elsewhere in 
the Americas, while 32 mil¬ 
lion are in Europe and 9 mil¬ 
lion in Asia, mostly in Japan. 
Pressure is mounting on Sony 
to restore services and com¬ 
pensate players. 

U.S. lawmakers have sent 
a letter to Hirai demanding 
answers by May 6 about the 
security breach and Sony’s re¬ 
sponse. Hirai said he had read 
the online version of the letter 
and would answer the ques¬ 
tions as soon as possible.□ 


Big demand lor bin laden news jams Newseum site

WASHINGTON - When big news breaks, 
newspapers are a hot commodity despite the 
immediacy of online news. 

The website for the Newseum, a museum in 
Washington devoted to journalism, was inac¬ 
cessible for many visitors Monday. The site, 
which posts digital replicas of newspapers’ 
front pages, was jammed as thousands of 
people flocked to see how newspapers around 
the world handled coverage of Osama bin 
Laden’s death. 

Paul Sparrow, senior vice president of broad¬ 
casting at the Newseum, said the museum of¬ 
ten sees demand for newspapers’ front pages 
spike when there are big stories in sports, en¬ 
tertainment or politics. 


The site was processing more than 2,800 re¬ 
quests per second when it crashed, he said. 
Traffic started to peak at 3 a.m. Eastern time 
when Europeans woke to the news. It grew 
again at about 6 a.m. 

Although websites allow people to get up-to- 
the-minute news, readers turn to newspapers 
because they offer a snapshot in time, Spar¬ 
row said. 

“It reflects an emotional moment in time ver¬ 
sus an ongoing story that’s constantly chang¬ 
ing,” he said. 

The museum plans to set up a video booth 
over Memorial Day weekend for visitors to 
record their remembrances. 

Curators will create a special exhibit for the 
10th anniversary of the Sept. 11 attacks this 
year.Q

TOKYO - Sony executives 
bowed in apology Sunday for 
a security breach in the com¬ 
pany’s PlayStation Network 
that compromised the per¬ 
sonal data of some 77 million 
accounts on the online service.

Hirai said parts of the service 
would be back this week and 
that the company would beef 
up security measures.

Hirai said the FBI and other 
authorities had been contacted 
to start an investigation into 
what the company called “a 
criminal cyber attack” on So¬ 


ny’s data center in San Diego, 
California. 

Sony said account informa¬ 
tion, including names, birth 
dates, email addresses and 
log-in information, was com¬ 
promised for players using its 
PlayStation Network. Hirai 
asked all users to change their 
passwords. 

Hirai reiterated what the com¬ 
pany said last week — that 
even though it had no direct 
evidence the data were even 
taken, it cannot rule out the 
possibility.

DETROIT - For the first 
time in nearly seven years, 
Detroit’s car companies are all 
making money again. 
Chrysler, the last of the three 
to return to profitability, said 
Monday it made a $116 mil¬ 
lion net profit in the first quar¬ 
ter on revenues of $13.1 bil¬ 
lion. 

The company, which emerged 
from bankruptcy protection a 
little less than two years ago, 
hadn’t reported a net profit 
since 2006. 

The announcement marked 
another chapter in the Detroit 
auto industry’s long come¬ 
back. 

General Motors Co., which 
also went into bankruptcy in 
2009 and took billions in gov¬ 
ernment aid, has four profit¬ 
able quarters under its belt and 
held an initial public offering 
in November to help repay its 
loans. Ford Motor Co., which 
didn’t take bailout money but 
nearly filed for bankruptcy 
five years ago, reported its 
eighth consecutive quarterly 
profit last week. Ford’s 2010 
profit of $6.6 billion was the 
highest in a decade. 

Several trends put the compa¬ 
nies back in the black. Sales 
are rising as the economy im¬ 
proves, and each of the auto¬ 
makers has released popular 
new vehicles. All cut staff, 
plants and wages during the 
economic downturn. The De¬ 
troit Three are also taking cus¬ 
tomers away from rivals like 
Toyota Motor Corp., which 


was hurt by safety recalls last 
year and the recent Japanese 
earthquake. Chrysler’s sales 
rose 18 percent worldwide in 
the first three months of 2011. 
“We are very pleased with 
the results,” Chrysler CEO 
Sergio Marchionne said in a 
conference call with media 
and analysts. “More than the 
numbers, I think they indicate 
that we are on the right path.” 
Staying on that path is crucial 
for Chrysler, which hopes to 
hold a public offering later 
this year or early next. But in¬ 
vestors want to see a string of 
profitable quarters before that 
happens. 

New trucks and cars are help¬ 
ing the bottom line. U.S. sales 
of the revamped Jeep Grand 
Cherokee SUV jumped 64 
percent in the latest quarter, 
while sales of the Chrysler 200 
sedan more than quadrupled 
over those of its predecessor, 
the poorly rated Sebring. 

Even better, buyers were will¬ 
ing to pay more for Chrysler’s 
vehicles. The average price 
paid per vehicle rose $1,000 
to $28,300. Chrysler cut its 
spending on costly incentives 
and reduced the number of 
vehicles going into low-profit 
rental fleets. 

GM, Ford and Chrysler all 
reported profits in the last 
quarter of 2004, but GM and 
Ford soon tumbled into the 
red. Chrysler last reported a 
net profit in the second quar¬ 
ter of 2006, one year before 
it was sold by Daimler AG to 
private-equity firm Cerberus 
Capital Management. □ 




Stocks mixed despite bin laden death, earnings

NEW YORK - Stocks lost some 
of their early gains and turned 
mixed Monday despite the death 


of Osama bin Laden, several 
strong earnings reports and a ma¬ 
jor drug industry acquisition. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age remained near its three-year 
high. It rose 8 points to 12,818 in 


afternoon trading. The average of 
30 stocks had been up as many as 
65 points earlier in the day. 
President Barack Obama said late 
Sunday that bin Laden, the al-Qa- 
ida chief who masterminded the 


Sept. 11, 2001 attacks, had 
been killed by U.S. forces in 
Pakistan. The news lifted in¬ 
vestors’ mood when the mar¬ 
ket opened. 

“It’s a feel-good item,” said 
Howard Silverblatt, senior 
index analyst at Standard & 
Poor’s. “It gives closure to a 
lot people.” 

But Silverblatt, like many 
analysts, cautioned that the 
news would likely result in 
brief gains for the market, as 
traders shifted their focus to 
earnings results and econom¬ 
ic news. So far, strong earn¬ 
ings over the last two weeks 
helped the Standard & Poor’s 
500 reach its highest lev¬ 
els since the financial crisis, 
closing at 1363.61 on Friday. 
In afternoon trading, the S&P 
500 index rose less than a 
point to 1,364. It had been up 
7 points earlier. The Nasdaq 
composite index fell 2 points 
to 2,872. 

Dish Network Corp., Chrys¬ 
ler Group LLC and Humana 
Inc. all reported strong earn¬ 
ings. Dish Network’s first- 
quarter net income more than 
doubled, in part, because of a 
patent settlement with TiVo 
Inc. Its stock rose 16 percent. 


Humana’s profit rose 22 per¬ 
cent. The company benefited 
from more people enroll¬ 
ing in its Medicare plans. Its 
stock was flat. 

The privately-held Chrysler 
reported its first profit since 
leaving bankruptcy two years 
ago thanks to higher sales. 
Whole Foods Market Inc. 
fell 5 percent, making it the 
worst-performing stock in the 
S&P 500. A Jefferies analyst 
downgraded the company 
and said sales could stagnate 
as shoppers feel the pinch of 
higher gas prices. 

In corporate news, Israeli 
drug maker Teva Pharma¬ 
ceutical Industries Ltd. said 
it would buy Cephalon Inc. 
for $81.50 per share, or $6.8 
billion. Cephalon’s key drugs 
include the sleep disorder 
treatment Provigil and the 
cancer drug Treanda. 
Cephalon’s shares rose 4 per¬ 
cent. 

Bond prices rose, sending 
yields lower. The yield on the 
10-year Treasury note fell to 
3.28 percent from 3.29 per¬ 
cent late Friday. The dollar 
fell 0.2 percent against an in¬ 
dex of six other heavily trad¬ 
ed currencies. □ 


Community Health raises all-cash offer for Tenet

INDIANAPOLIS - Commu¬ 
nity Health Systems Inc. has 
raised its offer for rival hospital 
operator Tenet Healthcare Corp. 
by 21 percent to about $4.06 
billion, but it said Monday the 
latest bid may only last a week. 
Analysts said they doubt a deal 
will happen. Shares of both com¬ 
panies fell in midday trading. 
The Franklin, Tenn. company 
said its all-cash offer of $7.25 a 
share will expire May 9 unless 
it sees meaningful engagement 
from Tenet. It said the new price 
was its “best and final offer” 
based on information currently 


available. 

The board of Dallas-based Te¬ 
net had rejected a $6 per-share, 
all-cash offer from Community 
Health last month, and the com¬ 
panies have been fighting over 
a deal since last fall in a dis¬ 
pute that has spilled into federal 
court. 

Community’s latest offer, with 
the May 9 expiration, appears 
to be a blunt attitude change for 
the company, Oppenheimer an¬ 
alyst Michael Wiederhom said 
in a research note. He called the 
possibility of a merger “highly 
unlikely.” 

“After indicating it was in it for 
the long term, (Community’s) 


offer appears to be an exit from 
the negotiations rather than 
a more aggressive move that 
some might interpret,” Wieder¬ 
hom wrote. 

CRT Capital analyst Sheryl 
Skolnick said in a separate note 
she believes the latest offer also 
will be rejected. 

Tenet shares fell 29 cents, or 
4.2 percent, to $6.64 in midday 
trading, while Community stock 
dropped 25 cents to $30.48. 
Community had offered in No¬ 
vember to buy Tenet for $5 per 
share in cash and $1 per share in 
stock. It took the offer to Tenet 
shareholders in December after 
Tenet rejected that bid. Com¬ 


munity said in January it would 
nominate its own slate of direc¬ 
tors to Tenet’s board. 

Tenet said in early January it 
was adopting a “poison pill” 
stock distribution measure to 
deter the takeover bid. A poison 
pill defends a company against 
takeovers by diluting the hold¬ 
ings of an unwanted acquirer. 
It also has delayed its annual 
meeting and election of direc¬ 
tors to November. 

Tenet filed a lawsuit last month 
claiming Community Health 
bilks Medicare by admitting pa¬ 
tients to its hospitals when they 
should only be kept under ob¬ 
servation, a practice that Tenet 


said leads to artificial inflation 
of Community Health’s stock 
price. 

Community Health has denied 
the allegation and asked a judge 
to dismiss the lawsuit. It also has 
disclosed that it received a sub¬ 
poena from the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services 
related to an investigation of 
potentially improper Medicare 
and Medicaid claims. It said the 
subpoena concerns emergency 
department processes and pro¬ 
cedures, including a third-party 
software system, along with in¬ 
formation about emergency de¬ 
partment physicians, including 
financial details. □

DETROIT - Honda Mo¬ 
tor Co. warned U.S. dealers 
Monday that it will run short 
of popular models such as the 
Civic compact later this sum¬ 
mer because of parts shortages 
caused by Japan’s earthquake. 
It said normal production may 
not return until the end of the 
year. 

Honda will significantly cut 
production of the new 2012 
Civic, the sixth most popular 
car in the U.S., through the 
summer, if not longer. 

In addition, the 2012 version 
of the CR-V small SUV will 
be delayed by at least a month 
this fall. 

To make up for shortages, 
Honda will keep making the 
2011 version. 

Both vehicles are made in 
North America, but like other 
automakers, Honda must cut 
production because it’s run¬ 
ning low on Japanese imports 
of chips, sensors and other 
parts. 

Japanese plants that supply 
them were damaged by the 
March 11 earthquake or ham¬ 
pered by power outages. 
Nearly every major auto com¬ 
pany has had to idle factories 
due to shortages. Honda, Toy¬ 


ota Motor Corp. and Nissan 
Motor Co. have been hit par¬ 
ticularly hard. Supply compa¬ 
nies are scrambling to build 
their parts elsewhere, but 
setting up alternate factories 
takes months. 

Honda, which makes 80 per¬ 
cent of the vehicles sold in 
North American at plants in 
the region, also said it will be 
able to import only a limited 
number of Japan-built cars in 
the U.S. 

That means dealers won’t be 
able to order the Fit subcom¬ 
pact, and the CR-Z, Insight 
and Civic gas-electric hybrids 
until later in the year. 

“Our goal remains to normal¬ 
ize overall production some¬ 
time around the end of the 
year,” John Mendel, execu¬ 
tive vice president of sales for 
American Honda, wrote in the 
dealer memo. 

Shortages also will cut sup¬ 
ply of some Acuras, Honda’s 
luxury cars. 

Dealers won’t be able to order 
the TSX small car and wagon 
and the RL large sedan until 
later in the year, the memo 
said. 

The shortages come at a time 
when gasoline in the U.S. is 
hitting $4 a gallon in 13 states. 
That normally drives up sales 
of fuel-efficient models from 


Honda and Toyota. 

Honda spokeswoman Chris¬ 
tina Ra conceded that the pro¬ 
duction cuts could send some 
buyers to other brands, but 
she said some buyers might be 
willing to wait. 

“We can certainly beef up pro¬ 
duction once things get back 
to normal,” she said. 

Honda sold nearly 67,000 
Civics through March, up 21 
percent from last year. Sales 
of the CR-V, which ranks No. 
11 in U.S. sales, were up 58 
percent to just over 57,000 
through March. 

Some industry analysts think 
production cuts by Japanese 
automakers could help Gen¬ 
eral Motors, Ford, Chrysler, 
Hyundai and other automak¬ 
ers that have not been hit as 
hard by parts shortages. 

GM, Ford and Hyundai have 
far better entries in the com¬ 
pact car market than in past 
years, and buyers who would 
automatically have bought a 
Honda or Toyota may end up 
trying other brands. 

Mendel’s memo said Honda 
would have to stop taking or¬ 
ders for some paint colors due 
to lack of a certain shiny pig¬ 
ment made only in Japan. 

Ra said the colors are types 
of red, blue, dark gray and 
white.

Dr. Conrad Murray’s defense

Ed Chemoff, told the judge 
the Houston-based cardiolo¬ 
gist had agreed to delay the 
case. 

New dates for the trial and 
resumption of jury selection 
were not immediately set. 
Chemoff on Friday said the 
delay was to counter newly 
disclosed experts who a pros¬ 
ecutor said would support the 
“cornerstone” of their case. 
Murray pleaded not guilty to 
involuntary manslaughter. 
Authorities have accused him 
of giving Jackson a lethal 
dose of the anesthetic pro¬ 
pofol in the bedroom of the 
singer’s rented mansion.

LOS ANGELES - “Fast Five’’ 
has left the competition in the 
dust with an $83.6 million de¬ 
but to grab the No. 1 spot at 
the weekend box office, ac¬ 
cording to studio estimates 
Sunday. 

Universal Pictures’ fifth mov¬ 
ie in “The Fast and the Furi¬ 
ous” franchise was by far this 
year’s biggest opening. Its 
take was more than double the 
previous best of $39.2 million 
for “Rio,” the 20th Century 
Fox animated hit that slipped 
to No. 2 with $14.4 million. 
The No. 1 movie the two pre¬ 
vious weekends, “Rio” raised 
its total to $103.6 million. 
“Fast Five” set a record for 
best April debut ever, speed¬ 
ing past the $71 million haul 
of its predecessor, “Fast & 
Furious,” two years ago. 

The movie reteams stars Vin 
Diesel and Paul Walker as 
outlaw driving aces and adds 
Dwayne Johnson as a federal 
agent on their tail. 

The action expands beyond 
the franchise’s traditional rac¬ 
ing scene into a broad crime 
romp. 

“Summer began April 29,” 


said Nikki Rocco, head of dis¬ 
tribution for Universal. “This 
was all about the right deci¬ 
sions we made, from the con¬ 
cept to the task. 

How this was made, that it’s 
not just a car-racing movie, 
but making it into an action- 
heist movie. ... And the mar¬ 
keting that said, ‘This is not 
the same. This is new. You’re 
going to love this, and it’s go¬ 
ing to open up a whole new 
world.’” 

The movie gave Hollywood 
a huge head-start on the sum¬ 
mer season, which begins 
with next weekend’s debut of 


the Paramount Pictures super¬ 
hero saga “Thor.” 

Overall revenues totaled $155 
million, up a whopping 52 
percent from the same week¬ 
end last year, when “A Night¬ 
mare on Elm Street” was No. 
1 with $32.9 million, accord¬ 
ing to box-office tracker Hol- 
lywood.com. 

It was the third-straight week¬ 
end that receipts climbed, lift¬ 
ing Hollywood out of a pro¬ 
longed downturn that began 
last fall. Revenues for 2011 
were running 20.5 percent 
behind last year’s just three 
weeks ago, but the rebound 


since then has left Holly¬ 
wood’s business down just 
14.2 percent compared with 
2010 . 

“What a difference three 
weeks can make,” said Holly¬ 
wood, com analyst Paul Derg- 
arabedian. “We get so gloom- 
and-doom, and appropriately 
so, but look how quickly 
we’re turning this around. 
And we’re on the cusp of the 
biggest movie-going season 
of the year.” 

“Fast Five” added $81.4 
million overseas to bring 
its worldwide total to $165 
million. “Thor” already has 
opened in many international 
markets, pulling in $93 mil¬ 
lion overseas ahead of its U.S. 
release. 

Domestically, the weekend’s 
other new wide releases 
tanked. Disney’s teen ro¬ 
mance “Prom” debuted at No. 

5 with only $5 million, while 
the Weinstein Co. animated 
sequel “Hoodwinked Too! 
Hood vs. Evil” opened at No. 

6 with just $4.1 million. 
Freestyle Releasing’s horror 
comedy “Dylan Dog: Dead of 
Night,” featuring “Superman 
Returns” star Brandon Routh, 
debuted far outside the top-10 


with a paltry $885,000. 
“Dylan Dog” played in nar¬ 
rower release of 875 theaters, 
averaging $1,011 a cinema, 
compared with $1,832 in 
2,730 theaters for “Prom” and 
$1,653 in 2,505 cinemas for 
“Hoodwinked Too.” 

“Fast Five” played in 3,644 
theaters, averaging a mam¬ 
moth $22,950 a cinema. 

Ten percent, or $8.3 million, 
of domestic revenues for 
“Fast Five” came from huge- 
screen IMAX theaters. 
Estimated ticket sales for Fri¬ 
day through Sunday at U.S. 
and Canadian theaters, ac¬ 
cording to Hollywood.com. 
Final figures will be released 
Monday.

Their newest collaboration, 
which had the last of three 
performances Sunday after¬ 
noon at The Bams at Wolf 
Trap, is a rollicking treat, al¬ 
most from start to finish. 
Adapted from Nikolai Go¬ 


gol’s play “The Government 
Inspector,” the new work adds 
an element that Gogol delib¬ 
erately omitted but that is use¬ 
ful in an opera: It gives us a 
hero and heroine to root for. 
The 1836 comedy satirizes 
cormption in Tsarist Russia 
by showing the panic that sets 
in among a small-town mayor 
and his henchmen when they 
think a government inspec¬ 
tor has arrived to check up on 
them. Unknown to them, the 
stranger is really just a pen¬ 
niless vagabond who plays 
along with their mistake, ac¬ 
cepting their bribes and the 
shameless advances of the 
mayor’s wife and daughter. 

In Campbell’s libretto, the 
bogus inspector is a politi¬ 
cal dissident named Tancredi 
who has fled to Sicily to get 
away from Mussolini’s secret 
police. And the mayor’s in¬ 
tellectually minded daughter, 
Beatrice, is a fierce opponent 
of the regime herself. □

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Million-dollar sharks’ a boon to eco-tourism: report

The analysis from the Pacific 
island nation of Palau shows 
that sharks — hunted world¬ 
wide for their fins, a Chinese 
delicacy — are worth many 


times more to some local 
economies alive than dead. 
“Sharks can literally be a 
‘million-dollar’ species and 
a significant economic driv¬ 
er,” said lead author Mark 
Meekan, a scientist at the 
Australian Institute of Marine 
Science. 

“Our study shows that these 
animals can contribute far 


more as a tourism resource 
than as a catch target,” he said 
in a statement. 

Sharks have reigned at the top 
of the ocean food chain for 
hundreds of millions of years. 
But because they mature 
slowly and produce few off¬ 
spring, the consummate ma¬ 
rine predators have proven 
vulnerable to industrial-scale 
fishing. Tens of millions of the 
coastal and open-water sharks 
are harvested every year to 
supply a burgeoning appetite 
for meat and especially shark- 
fin soup. 

The researchers found that the 
annual value to the Palau tour¬ 
ism industry of an individual 
reef shark at one of the coun¬ 
try’s major scuba-diving sites 
is 179,000 dollars (121,000 
euros) a year, or about 1.9 mil¬ 
lion dollars (1.3 million euros) 
over the animal’s lifetime. 
Shark diving accounts for 
about eight percent of the tiny 
country’s GDP and 14 percent 
of its business tax base. It also 
generates more than a million 
dollars annually in salaries. 

In 2009, Palau became the 
first country in the world to 
declare all of its territorial wa¬ 
ters to be a shark sanctuary, 
followed last year by Hondu¬ 
ras and The Maldives. 

The US state of Hawaii, the 
territories of Guam and the 
Northern Marianas, and the 
Republic of the Marshall Is¬ 
lands have all banned the pos¬ 
session, sale or distribution of 
shark fins. □

WWF welcomes Bulgaria ban 
on Danube sturgeon fishing 

The environmental group WWF welcomed on Monday Bulgar¬ 
ia’s ban on catching sturgeon in the Danube, as the species faces 
extinction due to overfishing for its caviar. 

The WWF welcomed the one-year ban, imposed in March, as “a 
great step” to help save the species. 

“Danube sturgeons, the ancient migratory fish that are today 
teetering on the brink of extinction due to overfishing because 
of their valuable caviar, have new hope for survival,” it said in 
a statement. 

The ban was the first restriction on sturgeon fishing on the 
Bulgarian side of the Danube, and the country’s Fisheries and 
Aquaculture Agency has said it plans to impose a further five- 
year ban in 2012. 

Neighbouring Romania already imposed a 10-year moratorium 
on sturgeon catching in April 2006. 

But this one-sided ban could not have any impact if fishermen 
across the river in Bulgaria were still catching sturgeons, the 
WWF said. 

The Black Sea is the second largest sturgeon fishery in the world 
after the Caspian Sea, and the Danube upstream is one of the 
most important spawning habitats for giant Beluga sturgeons. 
The ancient fish, which outlasted the dinosaurs, has been criti¬ 
cally endangered by overfishing for its caviar, which can cost 
over 6,000 euros (8,900 dollars) per kilogramme, the WWF 

said.Q
